The  polls 
will  open  at  10:00  a.m.  and  not  close  before  6:00  p.m.  to  elect  Town  Officers. 
The  following  articles  will  be  acted  upon: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  elect  by  nonpartisan  ballot  a  Town  Clerk,  a  Town  Treasurer, 
a  Road  Agent,  a  Tax  Collector,  a  Fire  Chief,  one  member  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  one  member  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  for  one 
year  each;  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board,  one  member  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  and  two  members  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  for  two 
years  each;  two  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  one  member  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  one  Trustee  of  the  Trust 
Funds,  one  Trustee  of  the  Library,  one  Trustee  of  the  Cemeteries,  and  two 
members  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  for  three  years  each;  and  any 
other  Town  Officers  and  to  vote  on  the  referendum  items  appearing  on  the 
ballot. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  hear  reports  of  any  and  all  officers  and  agents  of  the  Town  and 
to  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  and 
add  to  money  taken  from  town  employees  to  purchase  Insurance  to  cover  em- 
ployees for  loss  of  time  not  covered  by  Workmans  Comp.  Ins.  or  take  any 
other  action  pertaining  to  this  Article.  (Petition  Article) 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  join  the  State  Employee's  Retire- 
ment System  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  such  coverage  or 
take  any  other  action  in  regard  to  this  article.  (Petition  Article) 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  having  the 
Selectmen,  Elected  officials,  and  the  Town  Attorney  forceably  enforce  the 
coverage  under  the  Workmans  Comp  law  of  all  loss  of  time  be  it  fire,  police  or 
Highway  which  might  happen  while  any  one  is  carrying  out  his  assigned  duties 
for  the  town,  be  it  injury  or  injury  due  to  disease  aggravated  by  employment 
as  defined  under  the  Workmans  Comp  law.  Or  take  any  other  action  relating 
thereto.  (Petition  Article) 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  term  of  Road  Agent 
from  one  year  to  three  years,  and  any  other  action  relating  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  the  Roy  Davis  Post  Office 
property  to  be  used  for  Town  Offices  and  to  see  what  sum  will  be  raised  and 
appropriated  and  or  borrowed  by  long  term  notes  for  the  purchase  of  said 
property,  moving  Town  offices  and  adapting  floor  space  of  the  post  office  build- 
ing for  efficient  conduct  of  Town  business.  (Petition  Article)

ARTICLE  41.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate as  a  donation  to  the  Washington  Rescue  Squad. 

ARTICLE  42.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate as  a  donation  to  the  Hillsboro  Rescue  Squad. 

ARTICLE  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
any  or  all  property  obtained  by  Tax  Deed  in  1986/87. 

ARTICLE  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  urge  the  Town's  representative  to 
the  General  Court  (the  Legislature)  to  take  all  necessary  measures  to  ensure  that 
no  "low  level"  radio  active  waste  from  the  Sea  Brook  nuclear  plant  be  stored  or 
disposed  of  within  this  Town  of  Washington  unless  and  until  the  proposed  site  of 
the  proposed  storage  or  disposal  has  been  approved  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  by  written  ballot.

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COMMITTEE  REPORT  ON  ARTICLE  36 

—"That  the  Moderator  appoint  a  Committee  of  five  members,  including  one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  study  the  feasibility  of  the  Town  pur- 
chasing the  present  Post  Office  building  for  the  purpose  of  Town  Offices  and 
make  its  recommendations  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Town."  (Feasibility 
is  defined  in  Webster's  Collegiate  Dictionary  as  'capable  of  being  used  or  dealt 
with  successfully') 

The  Post  Office  building,  a  26  x  34  ft.  two  story  cape  with  full  basement,  is 
well  suited  for  housing  present  Town  offices,  has  good  space  for  record  storage, 
and  additional  Town  administrative  functions  could  be  housed  here  if  a  need 
arises  in  the  future.  However,  the  parking  area  is  small  and  occasionally  would  be 
found  inadequate. 

The  Post  Office  space  affords  a  larger  and  more  efficient  work  area  than  the 
present  Selectmen's  office.  The  adjoining  ground  floor  office  space  is  much 
better  suited  to  the  Town  Clerk's  needs  than  the  space  now  occupied  in  the 
Library  basement.  The  second  floor  apartment  area  could  meet  the  Board  of 
Assessors  needs  for  an  efficient  work  area  along  with  room  for  orderly  filing  of 
maps  and  an  increasing  volume  of  essential  records.  The  basement,  now  used  for 
a  work  shop  and  car  storage,  could  be  adapted  to  meet  future  needs  for  office 
space  and  record  storage.  The  Post  Office  parking  area  was  designed  to  accom- 
modate nine  vehicles  parked  diagonally;  under  Town  usage,  overflow  parking 
along  Rt.  31,  such  as  now  occurs  during  the  Post  Office  "rush  hour"  would 
continue. 

Each  ground  floor  office  is  equipped  with  sink  and  toilet.  The  Post  Office  is 
heated  by  an  oil  furnace  at  an  average  annual  cost  of  $322.98  for  the  period 
1983-1985;  electricity  cost  for  the  same  period  averaged  $283.16.  The  office 
now  occupied  by  Dr.  Wolfe  and  the  2nd  floor  apartment  have  electric  heat. 

Water  is  supplied  from  an  artesian  well  (2  plus  gpm.)  located  near  the  front  of 
the  Post  Office  building.  The  septic  system  consists  of  a  1 ,000  gallon  holding 
tank  and  a,  about  150  ft.  from  the  tank,  located  within  a  half-acre  plot  on  the 
Brinton  property.  The  leach  field  plot  (one-half  acre)  is  covered  by  a  permanent, 
unrestricted  easement  with  right  of  access  for  repair,  maintenance  and  improve- 
ment. 

The  driveway  used  for  access  to  the  Post  Office  building  basement  and  the 
adjacent  residence  crosses  Town  Common  land  for  a  distance  of  about  30  ft. 
The  Municipal  Association  Attorney  pointed  out  that  long  term  usage  of  Town 
land  for  purpose  of  access  does  not  establish  a  right-of-way  (RSA  477.34).  This 
is  a  minor  detail  which  would  merit  attention  if  the  Town  entered  into  negotia- 
tions for  the  Post  Office  property. 

During  the  course  of  this  feasibility  study  the  Committee  obtained  a  property 
map  showing  the  bounds  of  the  Post  Office  lot,  location  of  the  septic  tank  and 
leach  field  and  a  copy  of  the  recorded  easement  for  the  repair,  maintenance  and 
improvement  of  the  leach  field.

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator,  G.  Michael  Otterson,  with  the  reading 
of  the  Warrant  at  9AM.  Polls  will  open  at  10AM  and  will  not  close  before  6PM. 
Absentee  Ballots  will  be  opened  at  3PM.  Theodore  Drew,  as  Assistant  Moderator; 
Joan  Nehrings,  as  Assistant  Town  Clerk;  Ethel  Crane,  Natalie  Jurson  and  Douglas 
Rolfe,  as  Ballot  Clerks.  The  voting  took  place  in  the  Town  Hall,  we  had  258 
votes  cast. 

Article  1:  The  following  officers  were  elected:  Selectmen,  3  years:  Ferenc 
Nagy  55  votes,  Elizabeth  Wood  1 80  votes  and  was  declared  elected; Town  Clerk,  1 
year:  Cheryl  Clark  103  votes,  Joanne  Normand  120  votes  and  was  declared 
elected;  Town  Treasurer,  1  year:  Vicki  Crane  243  votes  and  was  declared  elected; 
Tax  Collector,  1  year:  Geraldine  McQuade  73  votes,  Charles  Dalphond  180  votes 
and  was  declared  elected;  Road  Agent,  1  year:  Lawrence  Gaskell  102  votes, 
Robert  Crane  150  votes  and  was  declared  elected;  Police  Chief,  1  year:  Jeff 
Deitrich  6  votes,  Robert  Sajnacki  222  votes  and  was  declared  elected;  Fire  Chief, 
1  year:  Bruce  Woodbury  6  votes,  Charles  Dalphond  225  votes  and  was  declared 
elected;  Supervisor  of  Check  List,  6  years:  Lawrence  Clews  11  votes,  Beth 
Gallagher  25  votes  and  was  declared  elected;  Library  Trustee,  2  years:  Pearl 
Devlin  234  votes  and  was  declared  elected;  Library  Trustee,  3  years:  Richard 
Mullin  105  votes,  Mabel  Kimmel  145  votes  and  was  declared  elected; Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds,  3  years:  Janice  Philbrick  241  votes  and  was  declared  elected;

Article  2:  Robert  Wright  moved  to  hear  and  accept  the  reports  of  all  officers 
and  agents  of  the  Town  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  Frank  Nagy,  2nd. 

Charles  Dalphond  questioned  the  Old  Home  Day  appropriation  on  Page  48 
'Tree  Removal  $580.00."  Mr.  Wright  explained  this  expenditure.  Robert  Crane 
referred  to  Page  71  wherein  the  Committee  expressed  a  desire  to  re-build  the 
float  of  the  Town  Buildings  with  any  left  over  funds,  and  noted  that  the  tree 
removal  in  the  amount  of  $580.00  was  done  without  notifying  the  Old  Home  Day 
Committee.  Alan  Goodspeed  asked  why  only  two  Selectmen  signed  the  Town 
Report.  Frank  Nagy  explained  his  reasons  for  not  signing.  Fred  Otterson  asked 
about  the  difference  in  Yield  Tax  noted  on  Pages  10  and  24.  Donald  Gaskell 
explained  the  error  in  tax  reporting  and  has  been  since  corrected.  Robert  Crane 
noted  that  a  1982  Mack  Truck  was  omitted  from  the  list  of  vehicles  for  Highway 
use  on  Page  70.  Vivian  Clark  inquired  why  privately  owned  generators  were 
listed  on  Page  70.  James  Hofford,  Civil  Defense  Director,  apologized  for  any  in- 
convenience, explaining  they  were  not  for  public  use  since  they  are  privately 
owned.  Alex  Blakney  inquired  about  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  insurance  noted 
on  Page  9.  Robert  Wright  explained  to  his  satisfaction. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  3:  Charles  Dalphond  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
praite  $21,969.34  for  the  purchase  of  a  Truck  (cab  and  chassis)  for  the  Fire 
Department.  Alan  Goodspeed,  2nd. 

Mr.  Dalphond  explained  the  need  for  a  new  truck.  He  received  four  (4)  Bids, 
the  low  Bid  was  not  as  specified  therefore,  rejected.  Edward  Karrmann  asked  if 
this  was  a  four  wheel  drive  vehicle,  Mr.  Dalphond  replied,  he  does  not  believe  we 
need  four  wheel  drive.  Betty  Wood  asked  why  the  entire  amount  was  being 
raised  rather  than  borrowing  a  portion  of  the  amount  needed.  Mr.  Dalphond 
explained  his  reasoning. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 
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Article  4:  Chief  Robert  Sajnacki  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and 
appropriate  $13,500.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  four  wheel  drive  Police  Cruiser. 
Robert  Wright  2nd. 

Chief  Sajnacki  explained  the  insurance  costs  for  using  the  privately  owned 
vehicles  for  Police  work.  He  intends  to  establish  a  three  (3)  or  five  (5)  day 
schedule  for  each  officer.  Edward  Karrmann  asked  about  back-up  for  the 
officers,  Chief  Sajnacki  plans  to  be  this  back-up.  Bruce  Woodbury  asked  if  it 
would  be  equipped  with  Radar,  Chief  Sajnacki  replied,  not  at  this  time.  Fred 
Otterson  feels  this  expense  is  too  high  and  it  would  be  less  costly  to  pay  the 
individual  (private)  insurance  rather  than  buy  a  new  Cruiser.  Chief  Sajnacki 
responded,  Insurance  Companies  were  reluctant  to  cover  individually  owned 
vehicles  for  law  enforcement  use. 

Bruce  Woodbury  made  a  motion  to  dismiss  the  article.  Fred  Otterson,  2nd. 

At  this  point  Moderator  Otterson  read  a  letter  from  Thomas  Taylor,  Lake 
Ashuelot  Estates  Association,  Security  Committee,  dated  March  10,  1986. 

"Dear  Moderator  Otterson,  The  Lake  Ashuelot  Estates  Association  wishes  to 
express  concern  for  the  low  proposed  Police  budget  and  our  support  for  increased 
funding  to  allow  for  sufficient  man-hours  to  protect  the  permanent  residents  of 
Washington  as  well  as  the  more  than  one  thousand  families  who  are  part  time 
residents.  In  addition  we  wish  to  go  on  record  as  supporting  the  purchase  of  a 
police  vehicle.  The  summer  months  cause  significant  changes  in  our  recreational 
communities  of  which  LAE  is  one.  These  areas  require  on  a  routine  basis  added 
police  coverage  during  vacation  periods.  Such  needs  should  in  no  way  diminish 
the  coverage  of  other  parts  of  Washington.  It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  per- 
manent population  as  well  as  those  who  live  in  Washington  part  time  for  the 
voters  to  provide  sufficient  police  funds  to  assure  that  our  town  retains  its  quiet 
residential  character."  (signed) 

James  Hofford  asked  if  a  new  Cruiser  would  help  with  the  calls  as  listed  on 
Page  65  of  the  Town  Report?  Chief  Sajnacki  replied,  yes.  Betty  Wood  explained 
the  previous  Police  vehicle  use  and  supports  this  article.  Richard  Griffith,  Richard 
Niven  and  Peter  Tumulty  spoke  in  favor  of  this  purchase  as  did  Robert  Crane 
and  Mrs.  Blakney.  Ralph  Otterson  suggests  we  buy  the  insurance  for  the  privately 
owned  vehicles.  Warren  Frazer  asked  what  the  additional  amount  for  the  privately 
owned  vehicles  would  be.  Chief  Sajnacki  replied  approximately  $947.  per 
vehicle— if  it  was  obtainable.  Mr.  Normand  asked  what  kind  of  vehicle  Chief 
Sajnacki  was  considering,  he  replied  a  heavy  duty  Bronco  for  the  Cruiser. 

Voice  vote  for  the  motion  to  dismiss,  fails. 

Voice  vote  on  the  original  motion,  carried. 

10  A.M.  Polls  open. 

At  this  time  it  was  noted  that  the  questions  from  the  Planning  Board  were 
not  on  the  ballot.  They  will  be  presented  at  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

Article  5 :  Robert  Crane  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $16,000.00  and/or  borrow  by  Long  Term  Note  $64,000.00  for  a  new 
Highway  Department  Garage.  Philip  Barker,  2nd. 

Mr.  Crane  explained  that  the  Crane  Family  would  donate  five  (5)  acres  of  land 
off  Route  31  for  this  purpose  with  four  stipulations:  (a)  they  retain  access 
to  their  property,  (b)  wood  cut  from  the  five  acres  would  belong  to  them,  (c)  the 
cost  of  sub-dividing  would  be  waived  and,  (d)  a  sign  designating  the  Garage  be  in 
memory  of  DONALD  CRANE  be  erected.  He  proposes  the  building  be  50  x  100 
and  constructed  of  wood-frame. 

Vivian  Clark  made  a  motion  to  dismiss  the  article.  Beverly  Bender,  2nd.  Rick 
Niven  thinks  we  need  a  compound  area,  not  a  garage. 

Paper  Ballot  requested.  1 52  votes  cast     80  YES  72  NO. 

Article  dismissed. 

At  this  time  James  Hofford  made  a  motion  that  we  adjourn  for  a  one  hour 
lunch,  Allen  Carboneau,  2nd.  (12  noon) 
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1PM  Moderator  Otterson  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

Article  6:  Robert  Crane  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $101,500.00  for  the  operation  of  the  Highway  Department  for  the 
ensuing  year.  Donald  Gaskell,  2nd.  Mr.  Crane  explained  this  amount  includes  a 
6%  raise  in  salary  for  employees. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  7:  Robert  Crane  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  vote  to  appropriate 
$22,994.34  plus  any  additional  money  available  from  Block  Grant  Funds,  for 
the  use  of  the  Highway  Department.  Robert  Wright,  2nd. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  8 :  Allen  Goodspeed  made  a  motion  that  this  article  be  taken  up  after 
Article  35.  Frank  Nagy  2nd. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  9:  Mabel  Kimmel  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
$7,000.00  for  the  support  of  the  Shedd  Free  Library  for  the  ensuing  year.  Robert 
Wright  2nd. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  10:  Charles  Dalphond  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $16,000.00  for  the  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department  in  the 
ensuing  year.  Robert  Wright,  2nd. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  1 1 :  Charles  Dalphond  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1 50.00  for  control  of  Forest  Fires  in  the  ensuing  year.  Robert 
Wright  2nd. 

Mr.  Dalphond  explained  this  included  the  cost  of  training.  A  question  from 
the  floor  asked  why  this  wasn't  included  in  the  Fire  Department  budget.  Mr. 
Wright  explained  that  this  was  a  separate  budget  item.  Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  12:  Chief  Robert  Sajnacki  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,683.80  for  the  operation  of  the  Police  Department 
in  the  ensuing  year.  Donald  Gaskell  2nd. 

Chief  Sajnacki  mentioned  that  this  figure  includes  an  insurance  rider  for  three 
privately  owned  vehicles,  (Officers  vehicles). 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

At  this  time  Ronald  Jager  requested  a  personal  privilege  to  speak.  Moderator 
Otterson  granted  this  privilege.  Mr.  Jager  expressed  regret  that  Article  8  was 
moved  to  such  a  late  (anticipated)  hour  after  article  35. 

Article  1 3 :  William  Rhoades  made  a  motion  to  see  if  the  Town  would  vote 
to  form  a  Recreation  Commission  from  the  current  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mittee, and  grant  that  Commission  the  authority  to  exercise  the  powers  as 
detailed  in  RSA  35-B:  1  through  35-B:7.  Frank  Nagy,  2nd. 

Mr.  Rhoades  explained  the  RSA  meaning  and  said  the  present  Committee  is 
purely  advisary,  with  a  Commission  it  would  have  the  authority  to  receive  Bids 
and  not  have  to  go  through  the  Selectmen.  Julia  Dunton  asked  if  Commission 
members  were  elected  or  appointed?  Mr.  Rhoades  believes  they  are  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen.  Mr.  Rhoades  read  the  RSA  in  reply  to  Mr.  Blakney's  request. 
Julia  Dunton  expressed  her  preference  of  having  the  Commission  members 
elected. 

Mr.  Jager  asked  if  the  Selectmen  would  appoint  the  original  Commission  and 
the  Town  elect  those  subsequent  members  of  this  Commission  at  a  Town  Meet- 
ing. Mr.  Blakney  offered  an  Amendment,  Moderator  Otterson  ruled  out  of  order. 
Mr.  Blakney  asked  who  is  currently  on  the  Committee?  Robert  Wright  replied, 
Larry  Leizure;  Sue  McQuade;  Jed  Schwartz;  Richard  Griffith  and  Clark  Smith. 

Alex  Blakney  offers  an  Amendment:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  form  a 
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Recreation  Commission,  appointed  this  year  from  the  current  Parks  &  Recrea- 
tion Committee,  and  elect  in  subsequent  years  granting  that  Commission  the 
authority  to  exercise  the  powers  as  detailed  in  RSA  35-B:l  through  35-B:7. 
William  Rhoades,  2nd.  Vivian  Clark  asked  if  the  present  Committee  members 
were  willing  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  a  Commission.  Jed  Schwartz  replied 
in  the  affirmative.  Richard  Griffith  said  this  group  of  people  were  very  willing 
and  extremely  helpful  to  each  other.  Sue  McQuade  acknowledged  the  wide 
diversification  of  these  members.  Julia  Dunton  asked  if  this  would  include  any 
other  buildings?  William  Rhoades  replied  only  those  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
Parks  &  Recreation. 

Voice  vote  on  the  Amendment,  carries. 

Voice  vote  on  the  motion,  as  amended,  carries. 

Article  14:  William  Rhoades  made  a  motion  that  this  article  be  dismissed. 
Frank  Nagy,  2nd. 

Voice  vote,  article  dismissed. 

Article  1 5 :  Richard  Griffith  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate $14,470.00  for  the  maintenance  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  and  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Summer  Recreation  Program.  Robert  Wright  2nd. 

Mr.  Griffith  explained  what  this  money  would  be  used  for.  It  includes  the 
Summer  Program;  Town  Common;  Recreational  area  behind  the  Town  Build- 
ings; a  holding  tank  at  the  Directors  Cottage  at  Camp  Morgan;  repair  sewage  at 
the  Lagoon;  building  maintenance  supplies  and  ditching  around  the  Main  Lodge, 
especially  on  the  south  side. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  16:  Richard  Griffith  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $3,495.00  for  the  renovation  of  the  main  Lodge  at  Camp 
Morgan.  Frank  Nagy  2nd. 

Robert  Crane  asked  if  provision  was  being  made  for  securing  the  water  sys- 
tem. Mr.  Griffith  replied,  yes. 

Warren  Frazer  offered  an  Amendment:  "I  hereby  propose  that  no  monies 
other  than  for  security  purposes  be  spent  on  the  Main  Building  (dining  hall)  at 
Camp  Morgan  until  the  Town  of  Washington's  Police  Department  approves  the 
security  plan  that  will  be  adequate  for  the  protection  of  the  building."  Lawrence 
Gaskell  2nd.  Cheryl  Houghton  asked  what  renovations  have  been  done  and  what 
is  still  to  be  done?  Do  we  have  money  to  replace  the  septic  system?  Mr.  Griffith 
explained  that  funds  left  over  from  last  year  would  be  utilized  this  year  for  that 
purpose. 

Voice  vote  on  Mr.  Frazer's  amendment  fails  to  carry. 

Elizabeth  Sawyer  feels  the  prime  consideration  should  be  for  a  septic  system 
and  offers  an  Amendment:  Of  the  amount  appropriated  the  plumbing  and  septic 
system  should  receive  priority.  Bruce  Woodbury  2nd. 

Voice  vote  on  Amendment  fails  to  carry. 

Voice  vote  on  the  original  motion  carried. 

Michael  Clark  offered  to  help  with  the  clean-up  and  renovations  without 
financial  compensation.  He  is  (also)  confident  that  with  proper  advertising 
others  would  join  him  in  this  work. 

Article  17:  Sally  Krone  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,066.00  for  scraping  and  staining  the  Town  Hall  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  insure  adequate  preservation  of  the  building.  Robert  Wright  2nd. 

Mrs.  Krone  discussed  the  care  necessary  for  preserving  the  building.  Robert 
Crane  asked  if  this  amount  is  to  be  added  to  that  which  was  raised  last  year  and 
not  used?  Robert  Wright  replied,  yes.  The  total  amount  to  be  expended  will  be 
$11,923.00.  Ralph  Otterson  asked  if  this  job  could  be  done  for  less  money? 
Frank  Nagy  questions  the  quality  of  work  done  for  less  money.  Mr.  Otterson 
feels  this  should  be  put  out  to  Bid. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 
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Article  18:  Sally  Krone  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $14,208.00  for  major  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall  and  those  recom- 
mended by  the  Preservation  Consultant.  Robert  Wright  2nd. 

Betty  Wood  asked  if  any  of  these  repairs  could  be  put  off  until  next  year? 
Mr.  Wright  explained  that  evey thing  in  Mr.  Willard's  (Preservation  Consultant) 
bill  had  to  be  done  prior  to  painting.  Local  carpenter  work,  i.e.,  replacing  door 
and  sill  repair  as  well  as  Tower  repair,  could  be  put  off.  Mrs.  Koch  noted  that  as 
yet  there  has  been  no  recommendation  by  the  Preservation  Consultant. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  19:  Donald  Gaskell  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate $6,160.00  from  taxes  and  appropriate  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
$9,000.00  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for  maintenance  of  and 
repairs  to  the  Town  Hall  and  other  Town  buildings.  Frank  Nagy  2nd. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  20:  James  Hofford  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $9,100.00  for  emergency  communications  and  Civil  Defense. 
Robert  Wright  2nd. 

Mr.  Wright  expressed  the  hope  that  some  matching  funds  may  be  forthcoming. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  2 1 :  Richard  Griffith  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,400.00  to  be  used  if  needed  for  the  Town  of  Washington's 
participation  in  an  area  wide  Task  Force  to  oppose  the  burial,  storage  and 
transportation  of  high  level  radioactive  waste  in  the  Town  of  Washington  and 
State  of  New  Hampshire.  James  Hofford  2nd. 

Allen  Goodspeed  mentioned  that  the  original  intent  is  for  the  funds  to  go  to 
the  Hillsboro  Task  Force  and  offers  an  Amendment:  $2,400.00  to  go  to  the 
Town  of  Hillsboro  Citizen  Task  Force  against  nuclear  waste.  Marcia  Goodspeed 
2nd. 

Joseph  Perez  disagrees  and  offers  a  second  Amendment  to  read:  To  the  Wash- 
ington and/or  the  Area-wide  Task  Force.  Peter  Tumulty  2nd. 

Gwen  Gaskell  feels  donations  should  be  for  Washington  — not  Hillsboro.  Mr. 
McKinnon  feels  it  should  be  left  to  the  Committee  to  decide.  Mrs.  Brighton 
agrees  with  Mrs.  Gaskell.  Robert  Piatt  feels  the  money  should  be  used  for  Hills- 
boro only  if  necessary. 

Voice  vote  on  Mr.  Goodspeed's  Amendment,  fails  to  carry. 

Voice  vote  on  Mr.  Perez's  Amendment,  fails  to  carry. 

Bruce  Woodbury  offers  an  amendment  to  insert  the  words  and/or.  Alex 
Blakney  2nd. 

Voice  vote  on  Mr.  Woodbury's  Amendment  carried. 

Voice  vote  on  original  motion  as  amended  now  reads: 

That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,400.00  to  be  used  if 
needed  for  the  Town  of  Washington's  participation  with  and/or  for  an  area  wide 
Task  Force  to  oppose  the  burial,  storage  and  transportation  of  high  level  radio- 
active waste  in  the  Town  of  Washington  and  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  22:  Ronald  Jager  made  a  motion- that  the  Town  vote  to  oppose  the 
burial,  storage,  transportation  and  production  of  high  level  radioactive  waste  in 
the  Town  of  Washington  and  State  of  New  Hampshire;  and  to  call  upon  Congress 
to  conduct  an  independent  investigation  with  full  public  participation  into  the 
feasibility  and  prudence  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Energy's  (D.O.E.)  present 
plan  to  dispose  of  radioactive  waste,  and  into  the  D.O.E.'s  competence  to  carry 
out  such  a  plan.  Alex  Blakney  2nd. 

Robert  Crane  made  a  motion  to  dismiss  the  article.  Philip  Barker,  2nd. 

Voice  vote  to  dismiss,  fails.  Paper  Ballot  requested. 

120  votes  were  cast.  YES  18  NO  102 

Robert  Crane  amends  the  motion  to  remove  the  words  Transportation  and 
Production.  Robert  Wright  2nd. 
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Paper  Ballot:  1 18  votes  were  cast.  YES  47  NO  71 

Amendment  fails. 

Voice  vote  on  the  original  motion  carried. 

At  this  time  Donald  Gaskell  moved  to  extend  the  Polling  hours  until  7PM. 
Frank  Nagy  2nd.  Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  23:  Warren  Frazer  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $10,800.00  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  Cemeteries 
within  the  Town.  Robert  Wright  2nd. 

Mr.  Frazer  noted  that  the  price  of  Cemetery  Lots  is  now  $200.00.  Mr.  Wright 
noted  that  Trust  Fund  money  is  returned  to  the  Town's  General  Fund.  It 
is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  some  this  year.  Voice  vote,  motion  carried. 

Article  24:  Frank  Nagy  made  a  motion  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $13,000.00  for  the  operation  of  the  Town  Dump  for  the  ensuing 
year.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  exterior  of  the  Town  Hall  has  been  repaired,  stripped  and  stained,  except 
for  the  tower  area  which  needs  some  major  structural  work.  Thank  you,  Sally 
Krone,  for  gathering  data  and  coordinating  activities  of  the  carpenters  and  paint- 
ers for  us. 

Our  gratitude  is  extended  to  Robert  Crane  and  Charlie  Dalphond  for  their 
many  years  of  service  on  the  Highway  Department.  After  all  the  years  of  con- 
tinuity, we  have  four  new  people  doing  a  good  job  of  keeping  our  roads  open 
during  the  severiest  winter  we  have  had  in  years. 

We  have  a  new  secretary,  Wendy  Otterson,  and  a  new  bookkeeper,  Lynda 
Roy.  We  are  very  pleased  to  be  working  with  these  dedicated,  professional  ladies. 

Dick  Griffith  deserves  our  appreciation  for  his  extra  efforts  in  overseeing  the 
completion  of  the  Town  Common  project  and,  with  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Commission,  the  work  completed  in  the  Camp  Morgan  Lodge. 

Our  accounting  is  now  on  a  One-Write  System  which,  with  expansion,  will 
streamline  the  recordkeeping. 

A  hearing  on  the  Valley  Road  plan  ordered  by  the  Joint  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  was  held  in  January  1987.  However,  it  was  postponed  "on-site" 
by  the  Commissioners  because  of  a  technical /legal  question  of  whether  the  new 
Commissioners  could  serve  or  if  the  previous  Commissioners  had  to  be  resur- 
rected. (Five  out  of  the  original  six  Commissioners  have  been  replaced.)  The 
hearing  has  been  rescheduled  for  May  2,  1987  at  10:00  A.M.  in  our  Town  Hall. 

After  Town  Meeting  elections,  we  will  be  without  a  Police  Chief  as  the  Town 
voted  to  hire,  rather  than  elect,  a  Chief.  At  the  meeting  we  will  decide  the  type 
of  position  to  be  funded.  Some  of  the  possible  options:  part-time,  pay  as  worked; 
full  time,  annual  salary;  part-time  with  minimum  on-call  pay. 

Sewage  disposal  has  become  a  serious  problem.  By  law  the  Town  must,  at 
least,  secure  access  to  a  dumping  site.  A  State  approved  solution  for  our  Town 
could  be  the  sewage  lagoon  at  Camp  Morgan  as  a  storage  area.  It  would  periodi- 
cally be  drained  down  and  filtered  into  another  Town's  waste  treatment  plant 
during  off-peak  times  when  they  would  have  capacity  to  accept  it.  This  could 
also  provide  year-round  use  for  the  Camp  Morgan  complex. 

Again  this  year,  the  Annual  Warrant  and  Budget  include  all  items  suggested 
by  our  various  departments,  several  petition  articles  and  our  proposals.  Prior 
to  Town  Meeting,  we  hope  to  circulate  more  complete  budgeting  information 
and  explanation  of  proposals. 

By  State  law  our  Town  Dump  will  be  closed.  We  need  help  to  solve  the  prob- 
lem of  closing  the  dump,  perhaps  opening  a  transfer  station  for  sorting  and 
transporting  to  a  solid  waste  facility  or  for  building  our  own  incinerator.  Mike 
Otterson  and  Rick  Niven  will  be  part  of  a  fact  finding  group.  Let  us  know  if 
you  can  help. 

Washington  is  growing  rapidly.  We  must  all  work  together  to  keep  it  the  small 
Town  we  love  to  live  in.  _We  need  your  support  and  positive  ideas— not  just 
negative  criticism.

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Washington,  New  Hampshire  and  the  combining  fund  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1986,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records 
and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circum- 
stances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts,  which  should 
be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is 
not  known.

ber 31,  1986,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  con- 
formity with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  con- 
sistent with  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  combining  fund 
financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of 
each  of  the  funds  of  the  Town  of  Washington,  New  Hampshire,  at  December  31, 
1986,  and  the  results  of  operations  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining 
fund  financial  statements.

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SHEDD  FREE  LIBRARY 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1986 

The  year  1986  has  been  one  of  increased  activity  at  the  Library.  Circulation 
of  books  is  up  by  approximately  500  with  the  total  circulation  at  6,427.  The 
Library  is  holding  a  total  of  6,666  books,  140  records,  24  periodicals  and  22 
books  have  been  made  available  to  patrons  on  interlibrary  loan.  A  total  of  273 
books  were  discarded  and  will  be  sold.  A  total  of  290  books  were  added.  There 
are  at  present  233  borrowers  with  cards. 

The  Library's  arts  and /or  crafts  exhibits  are  in  the  third  year  of  regular 
monthly  schedule;  the  Morning  at  the  Library  (discussion  group)  is  in  its  third 
year  of  operation  and  meets  monthly;  and  the  Pre-School  Program,  led  by 
Marianne  Garvin  has  been  enthusiastically  attended  since  it  started  several 
months  ago.  Since  these  programs  are  firmly  in  place,  the  Friends  of  the  Shedd 
Free  Library  was  officially  formed  in  June  with  Miriam  Koch  the  first  chairman 
of  this  organization  which  has  been  and  is  now  responsible  for  these  programs. 

With  money  from  the  Harriet  Cofield  Memorial  Fund,  the  Trustees  and 
Librarian  purchased  a  VCR  and  a  radio-cassette  player.  Video  cassettes  are 
borrowed  from  the  State  Library  and  are  used  in  Library  programs.  A  TV  and 
stand  were  donated  to  provide  a  monitor.  The  balance  in  the  Cofield  Fund  is 
$464. 

The  portrait  of  Sarah  Shedd  dated  1833  has  been  cleaned,  restored  and 
reframed  and  is  hanging  in  the  Library.  Light  sleeves  to  cover  the  fluorescent 
bulbs  were  purchased  to  protect  paintings,  documents  and  books  from  the 
deteriorating  effects  of  ultra-violet  rays. 

The  Trustees  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $7,500  for  1987.  This  is  the 
first  increase  request  in  five  years  for  the  Library,  and  it  is  needed  for  projected 
maintenance  costs  in  1987. 

We  feel  that  this  has  been  a  productive  and  rewarding  year  for  the  Shedd 
Free  Library.

REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Town  of  Washington: 

During  1986  the  Washington  Police  Department  logged  916V2  hours  and 
9,065  miles. 

The  Town  of  Washington  is  a  large  town  in  land,  the  houses  and  cottages  are 
set  back  in  the  trees  and  it  is  hard  to  check  them.  The  Police  Department  needs 
the  help  of  the  residents  just  as  much  as  you  need  our  help  at  times.  Crime  pre- 
vention helps  you  just  as  much  as  your  neighbors  and  the  Police  Department. 

Due  to  the  alertness  of  a  land  owner,  two  suspects  were  caught,  and  this 
solved  five  burglaries  in  our  town  and  forty-seven  in  other  towns. 

This  year  nine  arrests  have  been  made.  Five  arrests  were  made  for  burglary, 
three  arrests  for  D.W.I,  and  one  for  safekeeping.  Motor  vehicle  stops  were  forty- 
one  and  fifteen  summons  were  issued. 

During  1986  fifteen  burglaries  occurred,  twelve  of  the  fifteen  have  been 
solved,  and  $8,000.00  worth  of  items  have  been  recovered. 

In  1987  your  Police  Department  plans  on  more  patrol,  and  at  all  different 
times  of  the  day. 

Again  if  you  need  the  Police  Department  call  495-3232  give  your  name,  call 
back  number,  and  most  importantly,  a  good  location.  Also,  if  possible  mark 
your  land  with  your  lot  number  or  your  name  in  a  good  location.  This  will  help 
us  find  you  and  your  problem  faster  and  it  could  save  your  life. 

Again  thank  you  for  your  support,  we  can  and  will  stop  crime  together  in  our 
town.

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PARKS  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

Once  again,  the  summer  recreation  program  was  an  outstanding  success  as  a 
result  of  a  talented  Camp  Morgan  team  and  a  supporting  cast  of  parents  who 
gave  liberally  of  their  time,  talent  and  patience. 

The  sustained  support  of  volunteers  from  spring  clean-up  thru  the  summer, 
the  donation  of  supplies,  equipment  along  with  much  professional  expertise 
resulted  in  major  improvements  at  Camp  Morgan. 

Clark  Smith  and  Bruce  Woodbury  rebuilt  the  fence  enclosing  the  beach 
(without  cost  to  the  Town)  and  added  seats,  a  welcome  improvement  for  parents. 
The  ancient  power  line  servicing  buildings  beyond  the  caretakers  lodge  which 
collapsed  under  the  weight  of  ice  coated  tree  limbs  was  "rehabilitated"  by  Ralph 
Otterson.  Bill  Rhoades,  Louis  Borey,  the  Dubies  and  a  Washington  Youth  Asso- 
ciation crew  placed  insulation  above  the  new  ceiling  in  Camp  Morgan  Lodge.  The 
bathrooms  installed  by  Washington  Builders  represents  considerable  donated 
time  and  set  the  pace  for  a  fascinating  paint  job.  Armed  with  spray  guns,  rollers, 
brushes  and  large  sheets  of  plastic  to  protect  the  floor,  a  dedicated  crew  con- 
sisting of  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Wickens,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Shaftoe,  Mrs.  Whitney  and  the  Whitney 
girls,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Dube  and  family,  Marianne  Thayer,  Scott  Goodspeed,  Shawn 
Cilley,  Jim  Gaskell,  and  possible  others  not  identified  because  of  temporary 
camouflage,  applied  14  gallons  of  paint  in  about  eight  hours,  mostly  in  the  right 
places,  thus  giving  the  interior  of  C.  M.  lodge  a  pleasing  appearance.  Rick  Niven 
did  an  excellent  job  of  grading  and  for  the  first  time  in  history,  run-off  is  carried 
away  from  the  Lodge  rather  than  collecting  in  the  window  wells  and  spilling  into 
the  basement.  The  Whitney  crew  was  largely  responsible  for  removing  ice  dam- 
aged trees  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Lodge  and  around  the  ball  field.  Bruce  Wood- 
bury assisted  in  this  operation. 

The  new  seeding  on  the  Town  Common  survived  a  succession  of  drouth,  high 
winds  that  removed  both  top  soil  and  seed  and  torrential  rains.  Restoration  of 
the  Town  Common  is  now  under  way. 

The  playground-parking  area  project  for  which  the  Town  received  a  land  & 
Water  Conservation  Grant  of  $22,490,  has  been  completed  in  accordance  with 
the  plan  approved  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
the  Interior.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1986 

The  Washington  Rescue  Squad  has  made  22  calls  to  local  hospitals  this  year. 
This  is  an  increase  of  approximately  160%  over  last  year's  total.  We  were  also 
present  at  all  fire  calls,  the  WYA  Road  Race,  and  the  Fire  Department  Muster. 

Our  membership  roster  currently  stands  at  14.  The  Squad  has  spent  approxi- 
mately 550  hours  in  training  this  year.  All  members  hold  current  certifications 
required  for  state  licensure  as  ambulance  attendants. 

Our  fund  raisers  last  year  included  the  Bake  Sale,  Annual  Fishing  Derby, 
Labor  Day  Dance,  and  a  mail  campaign.  We  have  raised  nearly  $1 1,000  toward 
the  purchase  and  equipping  of  a  vehicle.  The  Squad  wishes  to  thank  all  the 
people  who  supported  our  fund  raisers  this  year. 

Through  your  generosity,  we  are  now  able  to  provide  the  town  with  free 
emergency  medical  care. 

The  Squad  has  recently  entered  into  a  new  EMS  District  with  the  towns  of 
Grantham,  Croyden,  Sunapee,  Newport,  Goshen/Lempster,  and  Washington.  The 
purpose  of  the  district  is  to  provide  mutual  aid  in  mass  casualty  situations  and 
for  centralized  training  at  Newport  Hospital.  Dr.  Tim  Wolfe  has  recently  started 
training  sessions  on  a  monthly  basis  with  the  Squad. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  voters  of  Washington  will  support  the  Warrant 
Article  to  up-grade  the  Center  Fire  Station  to  adequately  house  the  town's 
emergency  vehicles  and  equipment.

NEWPORT  AREA  HOME  HEALTH  AGENCY 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1986 

Throughout  1986  the  Newport  Area  Home  Health  Agency  continued  to  pro- 
vide high  quality  professional  nursing,  physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy, 
and  speech  therapy  services  plus  paraprofessional  home  health  aide  services  to 
homebound  patients  throughout  its  service  area.  Well  child  services  including 
immunizations  and  physical  exams,  dental  clinics,  and  safety  careseat  loans  were 
extensively  utilized.  Blood  pressure  screening  and  influenza  immunization  were 
methods  used  to  promote  good  health  in  the  adult  population.  The  registered 
physical  therapist  conducted  an  8-week  flexibility  and  posture  class  at  the 
Newport  Senior  Center. 

In  keeping  with  its  commitment  to  provide  comprehensive  health  care 
services  to  towns  the  Newport  Area  Home  Health  Agency  developed  a  Home 
Assistance  Program  (HAP)  to  provide  aide,  companion,  and  nursing  services  to 
patients  not  eligible  for  Medicare  or  other  insurance  coverage.  The  fee  for  these 
services  is  billed  to  the  patient  and/or  their  family. 

A  total  of  approximately  $3,948  worth  of  health  care  services  were  provided 
to  residents  of  the  Town  of  Washingtin  in  1986.

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REPORT  OF  ARCHIVES  COMMITTEE 

On  January  4,  1987,  our  Committee  met  to  assess  the  needs  of  the  Town 
Archives. 

We  found  that  even  though  the  basement  of  the  Library  (the  area  used  for  the 
storage  of  town  records  and  documents  — hereafter  referred  to  as  the  Town 
Archives)  is  also  being  used  for  the  offices  of  both  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Chief 
of  Police,  there  is  still  enough  space  for  the  storage  of  archival  materials. 

We  have  also  found  that  while  the  present  dehumidifier  is  satisfactory,  it  is 
getting  older  and  will  need  to  be  replaced  sometime  in  the  future.  If  it  should 
fail,  it  would  need  to  be  replaced  immediately  and  could  not  wait  until  a  new 
budget  period. 

We  have  also  found  that  the  present  storage  conditions  for  archival  materials 
are  grossly  inadequate.  As  you  know,  dust,  light,  changes  in  temperature,  acid 
and  humidity  (too  much  or  too  little)  are  all  serious  problems  in  the  storage  of 
materials.  We  seem  to  have  the  humidity  situation  under  control,  but  the  other 
problems  need  to  be  dealt  with. 

At  present  most  of  the  archival  material  is  stored  either  on  open  shelves  or  in 
a  closed  wooden  cupboard.  Both  are  inadquate:  the  former  because  materials  are 
exposed  to  dust  and  light  as  well  as  to  the  wandering  hands  of  curious  people; 
the  latter  because  the  acid  in  the  wood  of  the  cupboard  increased  the  deteriora- 
tion of  the  books  and  papers  stored  in  the  cupboard. 

To  remedy  the  situation,  we  recommend  the  following  actions: 

1 .  Purchase  of  6  closed  metal  cabinets.  These  cabinets  would  protect  the 
materials  from  light,  dust,  acid,  and  they  could  be  locked  for  safekeeping.  The 
temperature  in  an  enclosed  cabinet  would  tend  to  vary  less  than  that  of  open 
shelves. 

2.  Purchase  of  acid-free  paper  to  separate  the  various  books  and  papers  stored 
in  the  cabinets. 

We  ask  that  a  budget  of  $1,500  be  allocated  to  the  Archives  Committee  for 
the  purchase  of  the  above  items  as  well  as  for  materials  to  label  and  catalogue 
archival  materials.  We  estimate  that  about  $1,200  would  cover  the  cost  of  the 
metal  cabinets.  We  also  estimate  that  these  items  should  take  care  of  the  archives 
for  the  foreseeable  future  (with  the  possible  exception  of  a  dehumidifier,  as 
noted  above). 

We  would  further  request  that  these  archival  needs  to  be  included  in  the 
regular  budget  of  the  town  rather  than  as  a  separate  warrant  item. 

If  we  are  able  to  purchase  the  metal  cabinets,  we  would  free  up  two  large  sets 
of  metal  shelves  for  use  elsewhere  in  the  town  buildings.

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NUCLEAR  WASTE  TASK  FORCE  REPORT 

The  Town  Task  Force,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  assisted  in  collecting  a 
variety  of  data  needed  to  challenge  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Energy's  proposed 
high  level  nuclear  waste  repository  in  our  back  yard.  Artesian  well  records 
identifying  aquifers  that  would  be  disrupted  in  developing  the  nuclear  waste 
repository  were  compiled  from  data  supplied  by  property  owners  and  made 
available  to  the  Governor's  Task  Force  together  with  maps  showing  the  location 
of  all  deep  wells  in  the  Town,  lakes,  ponds,  wetlands,  Town  park  and  forest 
lands  and  historic  sites. 

Donations  from  resident  and  non-resident  property  owners  to  help  defeat  the 
nuclear  waste  repository  proposal  greatly  exceeded  Town  Task  Force  expenses; 
the  balance,  $4,425.94,  has  been  banked  for  use  in  dealing  with  local  nuclear 
waste  issues  which  may  arise  in  the  future.

UPPER  VALLEY  LAKE  SUNAPEE  COUNCIL 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council,  a  public,  nonprofit  voluntary  asso- 
ciation of  towns  and  cities,  includes  3 1  communities  in  the  upper  Connecticut 
River  Valley  and  the  Lake  Sunapee  area. 

The  Council  consists  of  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  professional  staff.  Each 
member  community  annually  appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's  operation  and 
appoints  two  representatives  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board 
elects  officers,  adopts  the  annual  work  program  and  budget,  and  develops 
policies  and  positions  on  issues  that  are  important  to  our  communities.  The 
Selectmen  appointed  Planning  Board  members  Raymond  Bjorkman  and  Richard 
Griffith  to  represent  Washington  on  the  Council  Board  of  Directors  during  1986. 

The  Council  is  the  official  organization  that  brings  together  the  towns  and 
cities  within  our  region.  By  bonding  together  and  pooling  resources,  local 
governments  have  a  highly  trained  professional  staff  available  to  them  for  a  wide 
variety  of  services.  Areas  of  expertise  include  land  use  planning,  master  planning, 
economic  and  community  development,  water  quality  management,  landscape 
architecture,  capital  budgeting,  historic  preservation  and  recreation.  The  Council 
also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  for  member  communities  in  dealings  with  state 
and  federal  governments. 
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BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

Acting  on  a  request  from  the  Planning  Board,  the  Selectmen  appointed  a 
committee  of  8  people  to  look  into  the  need  for  additional  space  for  present 
and  future  needs  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  and  the  Washington  Rescue 
Squad. 

Several  needs  became  apparent.  First,  the  East  Washington  Station  is  inade- 
quate for  storing  of  clothing  and  equipment.  Conditions  are  crowded  around  the 
vehicles  and  there  is  no  work  or  training  space.  There  is  no  water  or  bathroom 
facility. 

The  Washington  Center  Station  lacks  space  for  hanging  clothes  or  equip- 
ment, quarters  are  cramped  between  Fire  trucks  for  areas  to  thaw  and  dry  hose. 

The  Police  Department  is  using  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  in  the  basement  of 
the  Library  as  temporary  office  space.  This  does  not  give  them  anywhere  to 
meet  with  people  privately. 

The  Rescue  Squad  shares  the  Center  Fire  Station.  The  squad  has  little  room 
for  storage  of  its  equipment,  everything  is  crowded  into  one  corner.  There  is  no 
room  for  expansion  or  to  house  an  ambulance. 

CONCLUSION 

This  year  we  have  concentrated  on  the  Washington  Center  Station. 

Looking  at  the  need  for  ambulance  space,  a  Police  office  and  additional 
storage  and  working  space  for  the  Fire  department,  we  concluded  the  only  viable 
solution  is  an  addition  to  the  present  building.  This  addition  could  be  used  to 
house  either  "86M1"  or  "86K1"  leaving  a  bay  in  front  of  the  pump  room,  near 
the  water  supply,  for  the  ambulance.  The  Meeting  Room  at  the  rear  of  the 
present  Fire  Station  could  be  expanded  to  allow  for  additional  space.  An  office 
for  the  Police  Department  could  be  in  the  rear  corner  of  the  addition  giving 
them  the  privacy  they  require  and  access  to  sewer  and  water.  This  addition 
would  provide  floorspace,  with  a  drain,  to  thaw  and  dry  hose  and  room  to  store 
equipment  not  normally  carried  on  the  fire  trucks. 

Provisions  could  be  made  for  future  addition  of  a  30'  hose  washing  and  dry- 
ing tower  and  another  addition  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  station. 

PROPOSALS: 

The  Fire  Department  members  as  well  as  volunteers  from  the  Town  erects  the 
building  themselves.  The  Highway  department  assists  with  the  site  work.  Items 
such  as  concrete  work  and  finishing  of  the  sheetrock  be  contracted  out  by  bid  to 
obtain  the  best  possible  prices  and  discounts  available.

2.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  school  board  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation for  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district. 

3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and  committees  or  officers  chosen 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  support  of  schools,  the  payment  of  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and 
agents  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  or  take  any 
other  action  in  relation  thereto.

HEAD  TEACHER'S  REPORT,  1985 

What's  New  at  the  School  this  Year? 

We  have  several  new  students  whose  names  you  will  find  in  the  student  list.  A 
new  teacher,  Mr.  Fred  Heylinger,  leads  the  junior  high  program.  A  new  teacher's 
aide,  Mrs.  Joan  Leslie,  helps  Mrs.  Nagy  teach  the  primary  room  children.  A 
new  art  teacher,  Mrs.  Annie  Katomski  instructs  all  grades  for  \xh  hours  each 
Thursday. 

For  the  first  time  in  recent  history  the  intermediate  grade  classroom  has 
joined  the  junior  high  classroom  to  produce  The  Best  Christmas  Pageant  Ever 
for  the  town  Christmas  party.  As  I  write  this  we  are  approaching  the  final  two 
days  of  rehearsal.  When  you  read  this,  local  history  will  have  recorded  whether 
the  production  managed,  in  any  way,  to  live  up  to  its  name. 

We  have  new  video  recording  and  playback  equipment,  thanks  to  the  affirma- 
tive vote  on  this  question  a  year  ago.  It  has  been  used  in  the  production  of  our 
Christmas  Program  and  we  have  viewed  a  number  of  film  versions  of  literacy 
works  read  in  school. 

What's  Going  on  in  the  Classrooms? 

Mrs.  Nagy  has  called  the  primary  classroom  "the  book  room."  Children  there 
are  busy  reading,  listening  to,  writing,  talking  about,  and  taping  books.  This  is  by 
no  means  a  strictly  sedentary  classroom.  The  youngest  members  start  off  the 
year  with  physical  activities  that  involve  their  whole  bodies.  Rolling,  crawling, 
hopping,  skipping,  jumping  rope,  and  throwing  and  bouncing  balls  lead  into  the 
smaller,  more  refined  focus  necessary  to  read  and  write. 

Following  these  "large-muscle"  activities  come  matching  games,  patterning 
with  small  blocks,  drawing,  painting,  dictating  stories  and  reading  "Big  Books" 
(very  large  pages  for  group  reading).  The  writing  process  is  taught  along  with  the 
reading  process  beginning  with  "rainbow  letters"  and  leading  to  the  production 
of  each  child's  own  written  stories.  Inventive  spelling  in  these  early  stories 
introduces  the  young  scholars  to  the  phonetics  of  English  and  leads  to  more 
formal  spelling  as  they  become  more  masterful  writers. 

All  grammar,  capitalization,  punctuation,  and  paragraphing  skills  are  taught 
through  the  writing  process  as  the  older  children  create  and  edit  their  own  work. 
Reading  at  the  older  primary  levels  is  taught  through  the  Tens  Book  Program, 
trade  books  rather  than  basal  readers,  to  instill  the  notion  that  the  transfer  of 
information  through  the  written  word  is  an  exciting  and  pleasurable  activity. 
Spelling  and  reading  comprehension  are  taught  systematically  both  through  the 
writing  process  and  through  the  use  of  extensive  activity  sheets  which  accompany 
the  Tens  Book  selections. 

Primary  grade  children  are  responding  well  to  an  approach  to  mathematics 
called  "Math  Their  Way."  Addition,  multiplication,  subtraction,  and  division 
facts  are  reviewed  through  the  use  of  math  games.  Precision  drills  called  the 
"Mad  Minute"  build  speed  and  accuracy  in  recall  of  math  facts. 

The  science  program  for  younger  children  centers  on  plants  and  animals 
native  to  New  Hampshire.  Older  students  approach  science  through  the  concept 
of  conserving  energy,  improving  efficiency,  and  the  inventiveness  of  human 
nature.  These  students  study  simple  machines.  A  primary  grade  field  trip  to 
Squam  Lake  Science  Center  will  reflect  both  these  themes. 

Social  Studies  for  the  youngest  children  helps  them  identify  their  feelings, 
desires,  and  needs.  Second  graders  examine  how  people  learn  and  the  funda- 
mental ways  in  which  all  people  are  alike.  Third  graders  focus  on  the  ways 
people  differ  as  well  as  how  they  are  similar.  Hopefully  they  learn  to  tolerate 
differences  and  to  respect  people  different  from  themselves. 

We  attempt  to  provide  each  child  with  a  strong  background  in  basic  skills.  Pri- 
mary grade  children  need  room  to  grow  — physically,  socially,  and  academically. 
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Personal  habits  such  as  good  coordination,  self-organization,  independent  learn- 
ing, and  social  responsibility  are  part  of  the  curriculum  and  receive  as  much 
weight  in  the  teaching  process  as  the  skills  and  knowledge  which  the  children 
gain  during  these  years. 

Grades  4,  5,  and  6  occupy  the  classroom  upstairs  in  the  schoolhouse  directly 
above  the  primary  grades.  These  students  follow  the  Health  Mathematics  Pro- 
gram at  their  grade  level.  All  traditional  arithmetic  is  covered  including  geometry 
and  beginning  positive  and  negative  integers.  Extensions  of  the  math  program  in 
geometry  allow  the  children  to  use  "Logo"  computer  language  to  create  geo- 
metric shapes  and  pictures  on  the  screen. 

Language  Arts  instruction  follows  the  methods  described  earlier  with  two 
foci,  the  children's  own  writing  and  the  Tens  Book  Program.  Word  analysis  and 
phonics  are  taught  in  the  spelling  program  which  systematically  presents  20-25 
words  per  week  and  pencil  and  paper  activities  involving  those  words.  Students 
use  the  computer  to  help  them  edit  their  stories. 

Social  Studies  this  year  covers  the  geography,  history,  and  government  of 
New  Hampshire.  Science  is  taught  as  intensive  lessons  around  an  actual  event  — 
the  eclipse  of  the  sun  — a  chimney  fire  — a  hail  or  sleet  storm  — and  expanded  to 
connect  to  notions  such  as  cycles,  precipitation,  or  the  nature  of  light. 

I  read  aloud  one  chapter  per  day  from  some  important  book.  Treasure  Island 
and  The  Best  Christmas  Pageant  Ever  have  been  completed  so  far  this  year. 
Follow  up  activities  for  these  two  readings  are  as  follows:  For  Treasure  Island  we 
viewed  and  critiqued  the  filmed  version  of  the  story.  For  The  Best  Christmas 
Pageant  Ever  we  joined  the  Junior  High  to  produce  the  play. 

The  Junior  High  Classroom  in  the  Town  Hall  contains  16  students,  special 
tutor  and  aide  Elizabeth  Gammon,  and  teacher  Fred  Heylinger. 

Both  grades  meet  as  one  for  English,  American  Civics,  and  Earth  Science  so 
that  these  topics  can  be  taught  in  greater  depth  and  detail.  Mathematics  classes 
are  organized  to  accommodate  different  interest  and  ability  levels.  Spelling/ 
vocabulary  classes  are  organized  according  to  grade  level.  The  Social  Studies 
curriculum  will  be  augmented  by  special  study  units  on  African  History. 

Beyond  the  traditional  academic  program,  the  Junior  High  is  emphasizing 
study  skills  necessary  to  success  at  the  high  school  level.  A  partial  list  includes 
self-control,  organizational  discipline,  and  effective  study  habits. 

The  individual  Junior  High  Student  is  encouraged  to  accept  the  responsibility 
for  developing  his  or  her  program  for  academic  success. 

Jo  Ellen  Wright,  administrative  aide  and  classroom  aide  deserves  special  men- 
tion in  this  report.  Her  duties  range  from  coordinating  the  "Snow  day  emer- 
gency call  list"  to  gathering  props  and  supervising  backstage  for  the  Christmas 
Program  rehearsals.  Along  the  way  she  does  plenty  of  teaching  and  providing 
band-aids  for  hurt  fingers  and  hurt  feelings.

March  8, 1986 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Robert  W.  Crane,  II  at  2  P.M. 
The  school  warrant  was  read.  The  ballot  box  was  inspected  and  the  polls  were 
declared  open  until  6  P.M.  Assistant  Moderator,  Theodore  Drew  and  Assistant 
Clerk,  Wendy  Otterson  were  assisted  by  ballot  clerks,  JoEllen  Wright  and  Natalie 
Jurson  in  the  voting.  The  results  are  as  follows:  Moderator;  Robert  W.  Crane,  II 
with  82  votes:  Clerk;  Diane  Drew  with  85  votes:  Treasurer;  Janice  Philbrick  with 
85  votes:  School  Board  for  3  years;  Frances  Smith  with  65  votes:  Auditor: 
Antonia  Dorval  with  31  votes. 

Article  2:  Cheryl  Houghton  moved  that  the  district  vote  to  accept  the 
salaries  of  the  school  board  and  other  compensation  of  officers  and  agents  of  the 
district  as  printed  in  the  annual  report.  Seconded  by  Richard  Cilley.  Motion 
passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  3:  Cheryl  Houghton  moved  that  the  district  vote  to  accept  the 
reports  of  the  agents,  auditors  and  committees  or  officers  chosen  as  printed  in 
the  annual  report.  Seconded  by  Richard  Cilley.  Julia  Dunton  questioned  why 
the  reimbursement  for  Hector  Levesque  came  under  in-service.  Michael  Otterson 
asked  if  the  $900  figure  to  Rod  Morrison  Contracting  was  a  mis-print.  Richard 
Cilley  explained  that  it  was  and  should  read  $90  for  plowing  services.

Article  6:  Cheryl  Houghton  moved  that  the  district  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $317,597  (three  hundred  seventeen  thousand,  five  hundred 
ninety  seven  dollars)  for  the  support  of  schools,  the  payment  of  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations 
of  the  district.  Seconded  by  Richard  Cilley.  After  many  questions  were  answered, 
Elizabeth  Wood  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  read  $300,000  (three  hundred 
thousand  dollars).  Seconded  by  Warren  Frazer.  The  amendment  passed  by  voice 
vote.  The  article,  as  amended,  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  7:  Richard  Cilley  moved  that  the  district  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $3,054  (three  thousand,  fifty-four  dollars)  to  implement  and 
operate  a  physical  education  program  for  the  students  in  grades  1-8  at  the 
Washington  Centre  School,  this  program  to  commence  during  the  1986/87 
school  year.  Seconded  by  Cheryl  Houghton.  Philip  Barker  moved  to  dismiss  the 
article,  seconded  by  Donald  Gaskell.  Motion  to  dismiss  carried  by  voice  vote. 

Article  8:  Cheryl  Houghton  moved  that  the  districe  vote  to  establish  a  school 
lunch  program  as  legislated  under  RSA  198: 1  la,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,000  (three  thousand  dollars)  to  defray  the  cost  of  implementing, 
equipping,  and  operating  the  program  for  the  1986/87  school  year.  Seconded 
by  Richard  Cilley.  A  paper  ballot  resulted  in  the  following  results:  yes-6:  no  62. 
The  article  was  defeated. 

Article  9:  Richard  Cilley  moved  that  the  district  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,600  (two  thousand,  six  hundred  dollars)  to  replace  the 
heating  system  in  the  Washington  Centre  School  building.  Seconded  by  Cheryl 
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Houghton.  Vivian  Clark  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  read  — to  replace  the 
heating  system  with  an  oil  furnace.  Seconded  by  Joe  Payne.  The  amendment 
passed  by  voice  vote.  The  article,  as  amended,  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  10:  Cheryl  Houghton  moved  that  the  district  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,000  (one  thousand  dollars)  for  the  painting  of  the  Wash- 
ington Centre  School  classrooms.  Seconded  by  Richard  Cilley.  Motion  passed  by 
voice  vote. 

Article  1 1 :  Cheryl  Houghton  moved  that  the  district  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,400  (one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars)  for  video  cassette 
equipment.  Seconded  by  Richard  Cilley.  Mr.  Dick  Lathrop  then  spoke  in  favor 
of  the  motion  and  explained  that  the  money  would  be  for  a  camera,  tape  deck, 
and  color  monitor.  Philip  Copp  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  read  $500  (five 
hundred  dollars).  Seconded  by  Audrey  Rhoades.  The  motion  to  amend  was  de- 
feated by  voice  vote.  A  motion  to  dismiss  by  Marcia  Goodspeed  was  not  seconded. 
The  original  motion  was  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  12:  Richard  Cilley  moved  that  the  district  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $5,600  (five  thousand,  six  hundred  dollars)  for  the  purchase 
and  maintenance  of  a  copy  machine.  Seconded  by  Cheryl  Houghton.  Mr.  Lathrop 
then  explained  the  need  for  the  machine.  A  motion  to  dismiss  by  Bruce  Wood- 
bury was  seconded  by  Warren  Frazer  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  13:  Cheryl  Houghton  moved  that  the  district  vote  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  of  the 
school  district  meeting,  money  from  any  source  which  becomes  available  during 
the  fiscal  year  upon  the  following  conditions: 

1 .  The  money  must  be  used  for  the  legal  purposes  for  which  the  school 
district  can  appropriate  money. 

2.  The  school  board  must  hold  a  public  hearing  in  connection  with  any  pro- 
posed expenditure  of  funds. 

3.  It  shall  not  require  the  expenditure  of  additional  school  district  funds. 
This  action  is  taken  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  RSA  198:20b.  Seconded  by 
Richard  Cilley.  Passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

The  Moderator  then  thanked  Cheryl  Houghton  for  her  6lA  years  of  service 
to  the  citizens  and  students  of  Washington.  Richard  Cilley  presented  her  with  a 
gift  from  himself  and  William  Bouchard  in  appreciation  of  her  efforts. 

Motion  to  adjourn  came  at  5:13  P.M.
